The  curioiH  movements  of  jumping 
Leu  os  have  lately  attracted  acme  atten¬ 
tion.  though  to  style  the  spasmodic 
jerks  of  i  he  beaus  jumps  is  to  court 
disappointment  Some  •’jumping  oo- 
ooous. "  d«»cribed  by  Dr.  D.  Sharp  in 
The  EutoiuoJogist  were,  however,  re- 
murkubly  good  athletes,  for  they  oould 
spring  out  of  a  small  vessel,  such  as  a 
tumbler,  iu  wbicb  they  were  placed. 
These  cocoous  were  from  South  Africa, 
but  iu  spite  of  their  exceptional  gym¬ 
nastic  efficiency  Dr.  Sharp  hardened  his 
heart  and  sacrificed  them  upon  the  altar 
of  scieuoe,  in  the  hope  of  discovering 
sotuetbiuR  uuusuat  that  would  explain 
the  powers  of  jumping.  s 

The  cocoous  looked  like  a  piece  of- 
ovul  pottery,  about  5  millimeters  long, 
and  having  a  rough  surface.  Iu  eaoh  of 
the  two  investigated  a  pupa  was  found. 
The  two  \\  era  similar  in  every  respect, 
and  they  no  doubt  belonged  to  the  larvae 
that  luadH  the  cocoous.  "This  little 
pupa, "  savs  Dr.  Sharp,  “is  shut  up  in 
a  remarkably  hard,  thick  cocoon,  and  it 
has  to  get  out.  Nature  has  not  provided 
it  with  cuustio  potash  for  the  purpose, 
but  has  endowed  it  with  a  mechanism 
of  complex  perfection  to  accomplish  this 
little  object.  On  the  frout^f  the  head 
it  has  a  sharp,  chisel  edge,  and  with 
CfaiM  it  has  to  cut  through  the  pottery, 
contracting  itself  to  the  utmost  in  the 
posterior  part  of  the  cocoon  and  retain¬ 
ing  itself  iu  this  position  by  the  hooks 
on  the  mobile  part  of  tbe  body.  It  iB  a 
condition  of  elastio  tension  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  tho  other  side  of  tbe  body  be¬ 
ing  so  differently  formed  and  immobile. 

“Therefore,  releasing  the  bold  of  tho 
bonks,  the  pupa  is  discharged  forward, 
aud  the  chisel  piece  strikes  tbe  front 
part  of  the  cocoon.  Repeating  this  an 
enormous  number  of  times,  a  circle  may 
be  gradually  inscribed  on  the  inside  of 
thu  far  end  of  the  coooou,  which  gives 
wuy  when  sufficiently  weakened  and 
tbe  insect  becomes  froe.  In  both  the 
specimens  the  iuside  of  tbe  cocoon  is 
about  half  cat  through.  Either  this  is 
done  us  tho  result  of  a  prolonged  series 
of  wriggles  or  of  shocks  such  as  I  have 
described,  iris  by  no  menus  improbable 
that  the  early  part  of  tho  performance  is 
carving  the  groove  by  wriggling,  the 
latter  part  knocking  it  off  by  jumping 
against  it"  The  pupa  is  thus  a  most 
interesting  one  to  entomologists.  Tbe 
order  of  insects  to  which  it  belongs  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  somewhat  uncertain,  but  Dr. 
Sharp  thinks  it  will  prove  to  be  an 
auomalous  lepidoptorous  insect  allied  to 
trichopteru,  aud  possibly  somewhere 
near  to  adela.

height  of  from  300  to  400  feet,  shielding 
tbe  place  from  wind  and  aaad  storms. 
Tbe  mud  baths  *|iich  are  famous  for 
their  curative  effects  mw  only  to  be  had 
in  two  places  iu  the  world — here  and  at 
Carlsbad,  Germany — and  it  has  been 
shown  that  tbe  mod  found  at  the  ^ot 
springs  of  New  Mexico  and  which  is 
uismJ  in  giving  tUe  baths  is  of  the  same 
chemical  composition  as  that  of  Carls¬ 
bad.  It  in  very  interesting  to  note  the 
formation  of  this  mud  or'  peat  It  is 
formed  by  the  vegetation  Which  has 
been  washed  down  from  the  hills  prob¬ 
ably  a  century  ago,  and  whidb,  settling 
among  the  rocks,  has  become  decomposed 
and  form-  1  into  a  subivainie  which  is 
practically  carbon  impregnated  with 
salts,  tuagmsia.  soda,  lithta  and  various 
other  ingredient*. 

■’This  peat  is  gathered  from  the  rocks, 
dried  and  put  through  a  fine  sieve  in  or¬ 
der  to  remove  the  K;ln-at**,  and  after 
this  treatment  it  is  us  soft  as  flour.  It 
is  then  taken  to  the  mixing  loom,  where 
it  is  put  in  large  tubs  aud  the  water 
from  the  hot  springs  mixed  with  It  uu- 
til  it  is  of  about  the  eonaiategey  of  rousli. 
Thi  mud  is  now  r*  twly  for  nu*-,  and  it  is 
taken  into  the  bulbing  room,  where  the 
patient  is  placed  in  a  tub  aud  covered, 
with  the  <  *:■<  (iikin  of  the  head,  aud  al¬ 
lowed  to  remain  in  themuddor  from  10 
to  JJ.r>  minutes.  Trie  application  of  the 
iiivtl  La*  an  .  T.  -  <  f  situilaf  to  a  mild 
poulti'  ii. d  draws  the  impurities  from 
th<i  Lody  through  thu  pores  of  tbe  skin. 
The  patient  is  then  remove*!  from  the 
bath  phi  i  d  upon,  a  rlah  aud  submitted 
to  a  vi>.<  r<  u*  raLhiup,  tbe  chemical 
ootupo-ot  -if  tie  mud  beihg  such  that 
it  can  Lc  i  .il  t  -  d  fo  ru  the  body  with  a 
dry  towel,  leaving  the  flriihj  in  a  clean 
condition.  A  many  people  come

A  muu  has  earner^  the  title  of  Lemon 
John  because  he  knows  how  to  remove 
tbe  peel  from  lemons  and  prepare  them 
for  immediate  n.*e  better,  perhaps,  tbuu 
any  other  mau.  He  duvelbped  wiiat  he 
n  gurds  us  an  art  in  a  West  Side  saloon. 
He  practices  it  now  in  as  many  saloons 
in  the  down  town  distriots  as  be  can 
visit  between  midnight  unfd  dawn.  He 
is  a  short,  tlyckset,  unassuming  person¬ 
age  aud  as  methodical  as  be  is  deft  with 
his  sharp  little  knife.  He  enters  a  saloon 
with  a  mere  nod  of  recognition  toward 
the  officiating  dispenser,  steps  hastily 
up  to  a  corner  of  a  bar,  reetches  ont  me¬ 
chanically  for  his  supplies  and  gets  down 
to  business  at  once.  A  lemon  In  bis 
bands  seems  to  ba  in  the  power  of  a 
magician  and  loses  its  hard,  thick  cov¬ 
ering  with  a  swiftness  and  slickness 
that  never -fail  to  astonish  an  unsophis¬ 
ticated  spectator.  It  enntrges  from  tbe 
ordeal  with  only  the  filmy  white  cover¬ 
ing  that  comprises  the  inner  layer  of  the 
peel,  aud  this  covering,  when  John  is 
at  his  best,  never  showB  a  scratch  or  a 
tear.  The  finished  lemon  looks  as  if  it 
hud  been  subjected  to  some  machine  ap¬ 
plication.  This  process  is  repeated  until 
the  stock  of  lemons  in  the  saloon  esti¬ 
mated  as  the  probable  supply  for  the 
day  hns  been  exhausted.  Then  John 
proceeds  to  the  next  patron.' 

Saloou  keepers  use  a  large  number  of 
lemons,  and  ordinarily  their  preparation 
for  use  is  made  by  the  barkeeper  at  the 
time  be  may  be  mixing  a  drink.  Then 
he  has  not  the  time  nor  tbe  skill  to  re- 
movo  tbe  bitter  peel,  and  it  often  spoils 
tbe  taste  of  an  otherwise  pleasant  bever¬ 
age.  When  John  appeared  on  the  scene 
and’offered  to  do  this  work  at  a  nominal 
cost,  first  one  and  then  another  gave 
him  a  trial,  until  bis  business  is  flour¬ 
ishing  and  apparently  a  monopoly. —

A  PURITAN  THANKSGIVING. 


We  have  no  record  of  Jnst  bow  the 
Puritans'  Thanksgiving  tables  were  set, 
but  from  contemporaneous  pictures  we 
can  judge  that  there  were  few,„if  any. 
forks,  each  guest  being  supplied  with  a 
knifa  They  sat  on  benches  and  chests, 
ate  from  pewter  platters,  aud  the  table 
was  iu  most  cases  literally  a  board 
placed  on  wooden  boraes.  They  had  few 
chairs  or  tables,  but  were  plentifully 
supplied  with  chests  containing  their 
linen  and  wardrobes,  and  these  served 
in  tbe  place  of  chairs.  In  later  colonial 
times  chairs  and  tables  became  more 
plentifnl  aud  forks  were  more  common, 
but  all  preferred  to  eat  with  their  knives' 
on  account  of  the  dangerous,  sharp,  steel 
points  of  tbe  two  pronged  forks.  The 
table  and  dishes  were  arranged  as  fol¬ 
lows  :

If  for  any  reason  hnsband  and  wife 
cannot  live  harmoniously  together  and 
decide  to  separate,  they  go  before  a 
clergyman,  who  uses  every  power  of 
logic  and  persuasion  to  induce  them  to 
reconsider  their  determination.  Failing 
in  this,  they  are  granted  a  letter  of  sep¬ 
aration.  aud  each  goes  his  or  her  own 
way.  If  there  is  only  one  child,  this 
goes  to  the  mother;  if  more  than  one, 
they  are  equally  divided,  unless  one  of 
the  parents  is  regarded  os  unfit  to  train 
them,  in  which  case  they  are  all  given 
to  the  other.  After  they  have  lived 
apart  for  three  years  and  are  still  in¬ 
clined  to  remain  separated  tbe  injured 
party  may  apply  for  a  divorce,  and  if 
the  application  is  based  on  Scriptural 
grounds  it  will  be  granted,  leaving  eaoh 
free  to  marry  again.  The  fact  that  there 
is  no  “social  evil"  on  tbe  island  shows 
the  high  moral  statns  of  the  women. 


Municipal  Time  at  Glasgow. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  of  Glas¬ 
gow  enterprises  is  what  may  be  de¬ 
scribed  as  municipal  time  for  the  entire 
city.  Som*  years  ago  the  experiment 
was  tried  of  placing  municipal  alocks 
in  prominent  positions  al  lover  Glasgow 
and  regulating  them  by  synchroniza¬ 
tion.  The  present  scheme  is  much  more 
elaborate  and  is  nothing  less  than  the 
establishment  of  a  system  of  standard 
time,  by  means  of  electrically  controlled 
clocks,  regulated  every  second  from  the 
stellar  clock  at  the  observatory.  A  reg¬ 
ulating  dock,  directly  controlled  from 
the  observatory,  has  been  plaoed  in  the 
oity  chambers,  and  this  iu  turn  controls 
three  circuits  of  public  clocks  at  vari¬ 
ous  points  in  the  city.  In  the  meantime 
only  about  a  dozeu  clocks  have  been 
provided,  bat  if  the  trial  proves  suc¬ 
cessful  the  corporation  intends  to  erect 
from  200  to  800  18  inch  dials,  thus  pro¬ 
viding  a  reliable  system  of  standard 
time  for  all  parts  of  the  oity.  This  ex¬ 
tension  of  the  circuit  will  involve  the 
layiug  of  61  miles  of  wire.  It  is  hoped 
also  to  include  time  keeping  in  private 
house* — Westminster  Gazette,  j
